Life is often a rou¬ 
tine of every-day duties with cross-currents of joy 
and sorrow, satisfaction and disappointment; and I 
am sure, there were moments along the way when 
you wondered if you would even reach your goal. 
You have. 

During your years at St. Michael’s, knowledge 
has been imparted, skills acquired and character 
formed. Sisters, doctors and nurses have shared in 
this work. Nurses have been called the “vanguards 
of health”. If you follow in the footsteps of your 
predecessors, you will go into the far-flung corners 
of the world and by your knowledge and generosity, 
you will take your place in the care of the sick and 
suffering. 

For your task to have full value, there must be 
inspiration which you will find in the motto of your 
school, “Quod minimis mihi fecisti”, and may Our 
Blessed Mother, in this Marian Year, give you that 
inspiration. Faithfulness to that ideal will number 
you among those who are worthy to be honoured in 
your profession. 

So you, the youngest graduates of St. Michael’s 
Hospital, go forth not fearfully, but fearlessly, with 
the thought that the way has been shown and the 
ideal given. 


St. Michael’s is your alma mater. There will 
always be a welcome for you. Be assured of a con¬ 
tinued remembrance in my prayers that God will 
bless your every undertaking. May I hope for a 
share in your prayers now and always.

My dear young graduates. May I begin my re¬ 
marks this afternoon by offering you on behalf of the 
large audience gathered in this hall sincere congrat¬ 
ulations on your graduation. As the sixtieth class to 
graduate from St. Michael’s illustrious school of 
nursing, you join today the proud ranks of genera¬ 
tions of noble women who have been trained in 
hospitals conducted by the Sisters of St. Joseph, and 
who have unselfishly dedicated their lives to the 
service of the sick and unfortunate. As we gather here 
around you—sisters, doctors, clergy, friends and 
parents—it is to tell you that we fully understand 
and gladly share the wholesome joy and honest pride 
which is rightly yours as you stand at this moment on 
the threshold of your professional career. 

I have used the word “professional” deliberately 
and advisedly. Nursing, in my judgment, can only 
be understood in terms of a profession. We are in¬ 
clined today to use words carelessly and colourlessly, 
and often in the most contradictory senses. But we 
should be perfectly clear about what we mean by a 
profession, and what it is to be a professional man 
or woman. Let me list for you some of the char¬ 
acteristic qualities of the true professional nurse. 
They hold for men and women in other professions 
as well. But here I am thinking primarily of nurses. 

1. The professional nurse is one who has ac¬ 
quired a very useful skill and some highly special¬ 
ized practical knowledge. Fuzzy, inadequate ac¬ 
quaintance with a few facts is not enough, nor are 
glamour, beauty, and sentiment substitutes for what 
you profess to know. 

2. The professional nurse devotes her particular 
skill and knowledge to the service of others, provided 
that they are in need of her help. Any tendency 
to create in others a false need for one’s services is 
a sin against the nature of true professionalism. 

3. The professional nurse makes no secret about 
what she is, and proudly professes her calling before 
all the world. 

4. The professional nurse’s approach to her 
work is an intelligent one—demanding the exercise 
of the virtues of understanding, prudence and justice. 

5. The professional nurse knows what people 
are like. She appreciates their virtues and sympath¬ 
izes with their weaknesses. 

6. The professional nurse has personal dignity, 
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recognizing what it means to be a free, intelligent 
human being. 

7. The professional nurse is a keeper of con¬ 
fidences. She is fully aware that the misfortunes, 
mistakes and weaknesses of those she serves are 
not the threads out of which the cloth of social 
conversation is woven. 

8. The professional nurse recognizes that her 
career takes on an eternal significance only when she 
is herself informed with charity or the love of God. 

You may, my dear young women, be inclined to 
think that I have introduced this last remark as a 
kind of pious platitude. You may be tempted to feel 
that your professional life is one thing and your 
spiritual life quite another. There are many pro¬ 
fessional people who are emphatically of this mind. 
Let me assure you that they are wrong. Nursing is 
a very special vocation. It is not, perhaps, a voca¬ 
tion in the strictest sense of the word as a call to 
share the power of Christ’s priesthood. But it is a 
vocation in the secondary sense that it is a way of 
life that shares in Christ’s ministry of mercy. In 
His spirit you are expected to care not only for the 
physical needs of your patients, but also to min¬ 
ister, within your legitimate means, to their im¬ 
mortal souls. This requires genuine sanctity, a 
taste for spiritual things, closeness to Almighty 
God. You are not going to do the whole job unless 
you live on the level of true Christian charity. 

Let me remind you that our present Holy Father, 
Pius XII has spoken beautifully on this point. Speak¬ 
ing to a national congress of professional nurses in 
October of last year, he reminded them of the im¬ 
portance of frequent meditation on those pages of 
the Gospels which tell of Our Lord’s meetings with 
suffering humanity. Our divine Lord, said Pope Pius, 
always respected the personality and liberty of those 
on whom He exercised His miracle-working power. 
He healed the sick only, as a rule, at their own 
request and with full respect for their human will. 
He did not heal by force, but rather in response to 
personal prayer and with complete freedom of 
consent on the part of the sufferers. With this de¬ 
ference to the liberty of the human person our Holy 
Father went on to speak these beautiful words 
which must touch your hearts as they do mine: 

“To recognize Jesus in the invalid and to act 
yourself like Jesus with him—here is the ideal of 
every Christian nurse! In this way it will come about 
that the image of Christ will be reproduced twice by 
every bed of pain: in the sick person, the Christ of 
Calvary expiating and resigned; and in the one 
assisting, the compassionate Christ, divine doctor of 
soul and of bodies.” 

A cursory glance at the history of nursing shows 
that this profession requires, in an usual degree, the 
possession of fortitude. Names like St. Elizabeth of 
Hungary, Florence Nightingale and, in recent weeks, 
Genevieve de Galard Terraube, summon before our 
minds the story of heroic exploits. This last named 
young woman, now familiarly known as the Angel of 
Dien Bien Phu, carried on her work in the face of 


difficulties in such a way as to disarm even her 
country’s enemies. Everyone knows that eight weeks 
spent in an endless tour of duty between infirmary 
and dugout amid the stench of death, antiseptics and 
rotting wounds requires endurance far beyond the 
normal. All these things she had to undergo within 
one year of her graduation. We call this fortitude, 
as indeed it is. But we sometimes forget that the 
real fortitude is but a simple Christian virtue, and 
is part of the normal equipment which you should be 
carrying with you into your chosen work. It is a 
grasping and clinging to what is good. It is being 
afraid, recognizing danger, but stepping up in the 
face of fear and danger and doing what is good and 
right because it knows that the good (which is God) 
is far more important than the sparing of self, ab¬ 
solutely incompatible with a compromise with evil. 

Fortitude is the characteristic virtue of soldiers 
and nurses. And true fortitude, my dear young 
women, is an adjunct of charity. It has nothing to 
do with brazen presumption or un-thinking reck¬ 
lessness. It is God in your soul. During the course of 
your professional life you will be expected to practise 
it daily, though usually quite ingloriously and almost 
always without acknowledgment. The world may 
not see you as many heroines of Dien Bien Phu; but 
if you are true to your calling and true to your God, 
you will never be divorced from the valid possession 
of this rugged, stout-hearted virtue. , 

Let me close my remarks with an expression of 
my most earnest wish that God will bless you in 
your every undertaking during the years which 
lie ahead. May He be thanked for having provided 
you with loving, devoted parents, and for having 
placed you under the zealous tutelage of the nursing 
Sisters of St. Michael’s.
